RED CROSS SOCIETY 
‘CAPTURE’ PARCELS 
SENT REGULARLY 


As soon as Canadian prisoners-of- 
war are reported in Germany or Italy, 
a “capture” parcel, containing com- 
forts, is despatched direct to the men 
from overseas office of the Canadian 
Red Cross in London, Dr, Fred, W. 
Routley, National Commissioner of the 
Society, has announced, 

“This service of the Red Cross is 
undertaken to ensure that the men 
have necessities pending the arrival 
of regular parcels from home,” the 
National Commissioner said. “The par- 
cels contain such articles as shaving 
materials, warm underwear and other 


necessities, sufficient for emergency 
needs, 

“The parcels are sent through the 
regular mails to the prisoners as soon 
as their whereabouts have been estab- 
lished,” Dr, Routley said, 

The National Commissioner po'nted 


out that the sending of these parcels 
by the Red Cross does not prevent 
relatives sending the three-month next 
to kin parcels, which contain comforts 
for prisoners, The Canadiin Red Cross 
is now shipping over 70,000 food par- 
cels each week to Canadian and Bri- 
tish prisoners-of-war in Europe.

Vitamins Are Temperamental! 


Many mothers believe that because they and their families consume 
the prescribed amount of green vegetables, meat and fruit each day they 
are accordingly obtaining the basic proportion of essential vitamins, Actu- 
ally, they may be falling far short of their needs. Vitamins are tempera- 
mental, and can be wholly or partially destroyed by wrong cooking methods, 

Simplicity is the basic principle to be observed in cooking anything. 
Fancy foods that go through several cooking processes before they reach 
the table (even so common a procedure as bailing potatoes and then fry- 
ing them) lose some of their vitamins in each operation. Many vitamins, 
too, are carried off in steam from over-boiled foods. 

Here are a few simple rules for preserving vitamins in cooked foods:

(1) Use a minimum amount of cooking water, 

(2) Cook in covered vessels for as short a time as possible, | 

(3) Avoid stirring. | 

(4) Never add baking soda, | 

(5) Start vegetables in hot water. | 

(6) Serve the cooking liquids in soups, 

(7) Handle fruits and vegetables as little as possbile, 

(8) Use a brush to clean vegetables rather than a knife to

Serious Problem In Respect To. |. 


Securing Substitutes For Fats 
And Oils Needed In Wartime 


POUND of butter, a can of paint, a cake of soap—at first glance they 


seem to have little in common, 


yet they represent the three largest 


classes of ofl and fat products and the three principal uses of these sub- 


stances. 


Oils and fats are used mainly in the manufacture of foods, indus- 


trial products and soaps while smaller amounts are used for miscellaneous 
specialized services. Wide as is the variety of these products it is equalled 


by the variety of raw materials. 


Among the sources of fat we find*land 


animals, providing milk, tallow, lard,etc., a marine animal—the whale, sev- 
eral species of fish and hundreds of plants, including fruits, nuts and a 


few vegetables such as soy-heans. 

The processes of manufacture 
may be compared to the canalization 
of a large number of raw materials 
into an equally large number of fin- 
ished products. The raw material for 
any one of the products may, how- 
ever, vary within wide limits. In no 
other group of commodities is such 
@ degree of substitution possible. 
Animal, vegetable and mineral oils 
can be employed for the same pur- 
poses. Mineral oils replace the 
others mainly in soap making, but 
animal and vegetable oils and fats 
@re generally interchangeable. This 
is not to be taken to imply that one 
oil or fat is as suitable for all pur- 
poses as any other, but as a broad 
statement it remains accurate, de- 
spite the fact that each contains 
components particularly suitable to 
some particular use. 

As a result of this interchange- 
ability the demand and supply situa- 
tion even in normal times is ex- 
tremely complicated. The market 
position of a fat or oil is not based 
simply on its supply and demand but 
on a delicate balance among many 
commodities. In war-time, however, 
the possibility of such interchanges 
makes substitutions and adjustments 
simpler than in the case of most 
groups of commodities. 
and oils differ mainly in the fact that 
at normal temperatures one is a solid 
and the other is a fluid, the terms can 
be used according to the applicability 
in a particular reference. Fats and 
oils are in fact so closely related 
chemically that they can be convert- 
ed one into another by a process of 
hydrogenation. This process per- 
mits, for example, the transforma- 
tion of vegetable oils into shorten- 
ing and margarine, which are solid in 
form. 

While total world supplies of oils 
and fats are large, the problem of 
distribution has been made serious 
by the fact that areas of production 
and consumption are often widely 
separated, by the shortage of ship- 
ping facilities and by Japanese con- 
quests in the Far East. Malaya,.the 


Philippines and the Dutch East In-| 


dies had become the most important 
centre of production of coconut oils, 
copra and palm o.ls, while supplies of 
tung oil, an important ingredient of 
paint, had come almost entirely from 
China. Large quantities of peanut 
and other vegetable oils are avail- 
able in India and West Africa, but 
the shipping problem is serious. 
Thus there are two problems to be 
solved, that of the producing coun- 
tries which are still free from Japa- 
nese occupation and that in the con- 
suming countries particularly Great 
Britain, the United States and Can- 
ada. Such countries as India and 
China now find themselves with 
enormous supplies of oil products 
which they have been in the habit of 
shipping abroad. In India a special 
committee of the Indian Board of 
Scientific and Industrial Research 
is studying new uses for peanut oil, 
It is reported that possibilities exist 


for its use as fuel for diesel motors) 


and as lubricants for internal com- 
bustion engines. In China tung oil 
is employed in the manufacture of 
oilcloth and for road surfacing. It 
is also reported that, through crack- 
ing processes, it can provide substi- 
tutes for kerosene and gasoline. 
From the point of view of consum- 
ing countries the problem is secur- 
ing substitutes for oils no longer 
available and utilizing to the best 
advantage our existing supplies to 
provide food and other products. In 
order to ensure the greatest effici- 
ency in procurement and distribution 
a@ programme of unified purchasing 
has been arranged by Great Britain 
and the United States. It was an- 
nounced on September 28th by the 
Combined Food Board of the two 
countries, that in the future the 
United States would purchase all the 
oil and fat supplies in certain regions 
of the world and Great Britain in 
other areas, The purchases of these 
two governments will be allocated 
among the United Nations according 
to the recommendations made by the 
Combined Food Board and accepted 
by the governments in question. Un- 
der this agreement Great Britain will 
be the exclusive purchaser on behalf 
of all the adhering governments of 
(a) all animal fats in Argentina and 
Uruguay (b) oilseeds nd olls and

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BRITISH WANT LEAN BACON

There are still many farmers in 
Catiada who continue to ask: If Britain 
wants more bacon, why not feed hogs 
up to 300 lbs, instead of holding them 
down to the maximum range of be- 
tween 200 and 220 lbs specified by the 
Bacon Board ? 

Of course farmers who have been 
taising hogs under Canada’s bacon. 
hog policy for years understand why 
the Bacon Board frowns upon the 
heavier “lard” hog as it is known in 
the United States, The most direct 
answer to the question is: The lard 
hog is not the type of hog that can 
provide the kind of bacon Britain 
wants, and the people there have the 
right to get what they want as they 
are paying for it. 

But there’s still more to the point 
and it’s worth repeating for the bene- 
fit of the farmers who are more or Tess 
new in the business of raising hogs 
and who are anxious to raise more 
hogs, 

Many farmers may wonder why 
Danish bacon was always so popular 
in Britain and why for a long time it 
commanded a higher price than Cana- 
dian bacon in the British market, It 
was because the Danes were wise 
enough to develop a hog that would 
produce the very best lean bacon 
which the British people wanted, It 
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THREE GREAT 
MAGAZINES 
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was a long, lean hog which they cal- 
led “landrace” hog and it became noted 
as one of the best bacon hogs in the 
world, 

Years ago when Britain indicated a 
desire to buy Canadian bacon if Can- 
ada would produce the kind required 
leaders in Canadian agriculture defi- 
nitely adopted the “bacon hog” policy 
which meant a deliberate effort to 
steer hog production in Canada into 
the production of a long, lean, bacon 
type hog that would produce the ideal 
Wiltshire side for the bacon trade of 
Britain, Throughout the years the Ca- 
nadian hog producer has gone a long 
way towards establishing the Cana- 
dian bacon hog that would meet the 
requirements of the British people.

WHEAT AS CATTLE FEED 


With reference to the increased pub- 
lic interest in the feeding of cattle for 
next year’s beef supply and the oc- 
currance of a record grain crop, wheat 
is primarily a fattening feed and can 
therefore be used for beef cattle, 

With legume hay for roughage, 
wheat may be fed generously, For 
fattening market cattle it is safer to 
feed it mixed with grains of a bulky 
nature, Oats are particularly suitable 
for feeding with wheat, It is advisable 
to include a high percentage of oats 
at the beginning of the feeding period 
and gradually increase the proportion 
and amount of wheat or other heavy 
grains as the period advances, Wheat 
should be rolled or. coarsely ground 
for cattle. Beef cows which are being 
wintered on roughage of low quality 
require some grain feed frequently, A 
small allowance of wheat in combina- 
tion with oats of chaffed roughage 
will give good results,

Has Taken Stand 
~ Against Allies 


London.—On orders of their com- 
manding officer, Gen. Barre, French 
troops in Tunisia opened a gencral 
attack on German and Italian occu- 
Pying forces in support of Allied ad- 
vance columns sweeping into the pro- 
tectorate from the west, the Morocco 
radio reported. 


Even as the rush of French forces 
to the Allied side promised to be- 
come a flood, aged Marshal Petain 
over the German-controlled Vichy 
radio was reiterating his order to 
them to resist “Anglo-Saxon aggres- 
sion” and to disregard the orders of 
their “unworthy chief,” Admiral Dar- 
lan, and other French leaders. 

From Oran, French troops who} 
only a week ago were fighting bravely | 
against Allied landing forces were en | 
route east to join their new French | 
and British allies in the co- ordinated | 
drive to smash the last remaining | 
Axis armies in North Africa. In full | 
battle gear, the Oran division en-| 
trained after a parade down an honor | 
ailse formed by United States in-| 
fantrymen. 

Gen. Barre, the report said, was 
handed an ultimatum by the German 
commander, Gen. Nehring, ordering 
the French either to withdraw from 
Tunisia or join the Axis in the fast- | 
gathering battle against Lt.-Gen. | 
Kenneth Anderson's British 1st army. 

Spurning the German threat that 
he would be attacked if he failed to 
comply, the report said, Gen. Barre 
ordered his provincial forces to at- 
tack first. The French _ troops | 
wherever possible joined the British 
and American advance elements in 
preliminary skirmishes with Axis) 
forces defending Tunis, the capital | 
city, and Bizerte, the great French- | 
built naval stronghold. 

Gen. Barre notified the German | 
commander that he would defend 
himself in accordance with orders 
received from Admiral Jean Darlan 
and Gen. Henri Giraud, French lead- 
ers co-operating with British and 
American occupation forces. The 
German radio intimated that the 
French Tunisian commander had 
joined the Allies. | 


Marshal Philippe Petain called on | 
all Frenchmen in North Africa “to! 
resist the Anglo-Saxon aggression,” | 
and Fighting French sources here | 
saw this as fresh evidence of Dic- | 
tator Pierre Laval's calculated efforts 
to steel his country into outright 
military alliance with Germany. } 

The 86-year-old marshal, who gave 
Laval full political powers and desig- 
nated him as his heir presumptive, 
said in a broadcast from Axis-occu- 
pied Vichy: 

“Frenchmen: General officers in 
the service of a foreign power re- 
fused to obey my orders. 
officers, non-commissioned 
soldiers of the French army: Do not | 
obey these unworthy leaders.” 


The marshal was referring to Ad- | 
miral Jean Darlan, ousted successor | 
to Petain and Laval’s political enemy, | 
who has gone over to the Allies in 
North Africa, and other French lead- | 
ers such as Gen. Henri Giraud who | 
escaped from a Nazi prison and then 
from Vichy to fight again. 


“I reiterate to you the order to 
resist the Anglo-Saxon aggression,” | 
continued the aged marshal whose | 
‘prestige derived mainly from fighting 
the Germans at Verdun in the First 
Great War. 


“We live tragic hours. Disorder | 
reigns in minds. You hear news. 
which has no other aim but to in- 
jure and to weaken you. 

“The truth, however, is simple. It | 
is necessary that you submit to the 
discipline that I exact from each of | 
you or you endanger your country. | 
You have but one government; that 
to which I have given the power to | 
govern. You have but one country | 
which I incarnate: France.”

STICKS TO RULES 


Britain Treats War Prisoners Well 

States Former British Officer 

Britain sticks to the rules and 
treats her war prisoners well, ac- 
cording to an anonymous former 
British officer who has worked among 
Nazi captives in this war. 

“She feeds and houses the men 
properly,” he wrote in an article in 
the Daily Herald after Canadian and 
British troops captured during the 
combined raid on Dieppe had been 
shackled by Germany. ‘She neither 
bullies them nor subjects them to any 
unpleasantness except the necessary 
one of keeping them shut up in 
camps, 

“Medical attention is free and 
visits to the dentist are frequent. 
In some camps the prisoners cook 
their own food, the same as that of 
their guards, except that, at their 
own request, they get less meat and 
more potatoes. The German likes 
plenty of potatoes. 

“Books and games are provided by 
the Red Cross and books are changed 
monthly. There are usually two 
roll-calls a day, at the discretion of 
the commandant. Lights out is at 
10 p.m.” 

The writer, divided German pris- 
oners held by Britain into four cate- 
gories: the “I’m out of it and glad 
of it’’ type; the unco-operative; “I’m 
a Nazi and don’t you forget it” 
type; the regular pre-war officer or 
man. : 

Authorities seldom have trouble 
with the first and last groups, he 
continued. They generally fade away 
among the mass as soon as they are 
placed in the compound. 

“Type number two is different,” he 
said. “One can never tel! if he is 
bluffing or not. One man, for in- 
stance, arrived by parachute in Scot- 
land after his plane had collided 
with an anti-aircraft shell. He look- 
ed as if the shell had hit him. To 
all questions he answered ‘Weiss 
nicht” (Don’t know). 

“Instructions are issued to all mili- 
tary personnel that they are obliged 
to give only their name and num- 
ber.) 

“This type will not give these par- 
ticulars. So after a half hour he is 
entered as Gefreiter (Lance-Corporal) 
‘Don’t Know.’ But when a German 
officer explains that he must give his 
name, he comes back end does so.” 


The Wood Lot 


Should Grow Wood For Fuel As 
Well As Fence Posts 

Under proper management the 
woodlot should grow about one cord 
of fuelwood per acre per year. A 20 
acre woodlot, says D. Roy Cameron, 
Dominion Forester, should provide 
15 cords of fuelwood and five cords 
for fencing or other improvements 
around the farm. Generally speak- 
ing, he says, the farm woodlot 
should be restricted to the part of 
the farm that is not suitable for 
growing field crops or pasture. On 
most farms of about 200 acres, there 
are usually from 10 to 20 acres of 
poor land, which is too wet, dry, 
stony or in steep hillsides and conse- 
quently cannot be cultivated pro- 
fitably. Such land should be planted 
to trees. But this does not always 
apply, especially in the Prairie Prov- 
inces, where fuelwood is often 
scarce and difficult to obtain. There 
it may be advisable to use a few 
acres of good arable land for a 
woodlot if there is not enough of poor 
quality land available. 

What kind of trees should be 
grown on the farm woodlot? To a 
large extent this must be governed 
by the species native to the locality 
and the species suited to the soil, For 
several reasons it is best to have 
both hardwoods and softwoods grow- 
ing in the woodlot—hardwoods such 
as maple, birch, beech, oak and elm, 
which make the best fuelwood—soft- 
woods such as pine, spruce and cedar 
for lumber, posts and kindling wood. 
Balsam, fir and spruce are the best 
species for Christmas trees, which 
are becoming a valuable product and 
for which there is a ready market. 
Stands of trees of mixed species keep 
the soil in better condition than @ 
stand of one kind only, says Mr. Cam- 
eron, The ideal farm woodlot should 
be about 20 acres in size and consist 
of three to four hardwood trees to 
each softwood tree. 

Any farmer can get advice about 
the kind of trees for his woodlot 
which are best suited to the district 
in which he lives by writing to the 
Dominion or Provincial Forest Ser- 
vice.

NEW BACON CONTRACT 


Commencing Monday, November 16, 
Canadian farmers were called upon to 
supply 670 million pounds of bacon to 
Britain within a period of 12 months. 
Last year’s contract, which ran from 
October 5th, 1941 to October 5th, 1942, 
was for 600 million pounds, However, 
it took until November 14th before the 
contract was filled, 

The average price which the Bacon 
Board will receive from the British 
ministry of food for A grade bacon at 
the seaboard during the 1942-438 agree. 
ment is $21.75 per 100 pounds, with 
relatively lower prices for B grade ba-* 
con and cuts, 

Since 1938 Canadian farmers have 
doubled hog production, In order to 
meet total requirements for 1948, how- 
ever, over one million more hogs than 
were marketed last year are needed.
